Dear Mr. Rodriquez: 

The Defense Intelligence School initiated a new graduate level 
academic program in FY-74 which, upon receipt of Congressional 
authorization, will award the degree of Master of Science in 
Strategic Intelligence to a limited number of students annually. 

The purpose of this letter is to invite the Central Intelligence Agency 
as a member of the United States Intelligence Board (USIB), to 
participate m the program and to give your agency the opportunity 
to nominate one or more qualified civilians to enroll in the class 
which convenes on 6 September 1974. Those nominated who have

Itl “ SS ‘ degree Pr°Bmm has been approved for implementation by 
bo h t he Elector, DIA and the Assistant Secretary of Defense 
( n elligence). The DoD General Counsel's office has drafted the 
legislative proposal in support of it. Once congressional approval is 
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obtained, the degree will be awarded (retroactively, if necessary) to 
those who have completed all requirements. The present pilot class 
has civilian participants from the Central Intelligence Agency, 

Defense Intelligence Agency and National Security Agency, as well as 
officers and civilians from the military services. 

Instruction is provided on a no cost basis; however, participating 
agencies are responsible for the salaries and travel reimbursements, 
if any, of their nominees. The only prerequisites for admission to 
the program are possession of an undergraduate degree from an 
accredited college or university with at least a "B" academic grade 
average or a Graduate Record Examination score of 600 verbal/1100 
combined. Since the majority of students in the PGIC will be military 
officers in grades 0-3 through 0-5, it is suggested that civilian 
nominees be primarily from GS-11 to GS-13 CSC grade categories with 
actual intelligence or intelligence related assignments. 

If you desire additional information concerning this program, I shall 
arrange for Dr. Robert Plumb, our Educational Advisor, to provide 
you and members of your staff with a detailed briefing at your 
convenience. 

We have available a quota of two spaces for your agency in the FY-75 
program. If you desire more, we will try to accommodate you although 
enrollment is limited. Nominations of qualified personnel, along with 
their academic transcripts, should be sent to the Registrar, Defense 
Intelligence School, no later than 1 July 1974. 

We hope that it will be possible for your agency to participate in this 
important new program which will substantially enhance the intelligence 
expertise and professionalism of selected career personnel throughout 
the intelligence community.
